THE.  MAPLE  SUGAR  INDUSTRY  IN. CANADA,  1Q21. 

The  American  Consul  General  at  Montreal,  Canada,  reports  that  the  maple 
sugar  industry  in  Canada  is  confined  to  the  provinces  of  Quebec,  Ontario, 
Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick.    Quebec  is  the  heaviest  producer,  with  about 
60,000  farmers  engaged  in  the  industry  and  accounting  for  about  seventy  per- 
cent of  the  Dominion  output.    In  the  past  three  years  the  production  has  increased 
threefold,  and  in  1921  Quebec's  maple  sugar  output,  amounted  to  30,000,000  pounds, 
valued  approximately  at  $7,000,000. 

Shipments  to  the  Canadian  army  during  the  war  resulted  in  a  widespread 
demand  for  the  product.    Exports  of  maple  sugar  increased  from  4, 005,124  pounds, 
worth  $1,121,959  in  1920  to  7,999,233  pounds  worth  $1,962,258  in  1921;  and  those 
of  maple  sirup  from  9 ',270  gallons  worth  $2G,66b  in  1920  to  11,254  gallons  valued 
at  $31,767  in  1921.

If  this  acreage  should  be  cropped  as  planned  it  would  constitute 
a  tremendous  increase  over  last  year's  acreage  which  was  the  highest  re- 
cord as  can  be  seen  from  the  following  table;

In  a  letter  to  this  Bureau,  Hon.  Vaughan,  Chairman  of  the  Australian 
Cotton  Growers'-  Association  stated  that  he  expects  an  average  yield  of  at 
least  600  pounds  of  seed  cotton  per  acre.    That  this  would  exceed  any  yield 
per  acre  obtained  heretofore  can  be  seen  from  the  above  table.      The  high- 
est yield  for  the  past  ten  years  was  576  and  the  average  for  tne  past  twenty- 
years  was.  only  332  pounds  per  acre. 

In  connection  with  the  above  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  statement 
of  Hon.  Crawford  Vaugnan,  quoted  in  the  same  issue  of  "The  Times": 


u Co c ton- growing  offers  a  hopeful  solution  of  land 
settlement  in  the  North  of  Austral:  a.  Cott  on  had  been  grown 
at  Laidley,  Queensland,  worth  from  25  to  ^0  per  cent  more 
than  the  American  product.     The  cost  of  labor  would  not  be 
a  bc^r  to  cotton  culture  in  Australia,  as  it  compares  favor- 
ably with  American  wages.     In  fact  there  is  little  difference 
between  the  wa-ges  claimed  by  tne  Australian  workers  and 
those  paid  to  colored  pickers  in  America.    The  policy  of  the 
Australian  Association  is  to  grow  "quality"  cotton  in  the 
same  way  that  Australia  has  grown  "quality"  wool.     Care  is

The  production  of  olive-oil  in  Greece  for  1921-22  according  to 
the  official  estimate  shows  a -large  decrease.    This  year's  production 
amounts  to  only  11,9+6.000  gallons  compared  with  ^3,455, 000  gallons  for 
1920-21.    According  to  the  Grecian  law  only  2Q  per  cent  of  this  year's 
production  of  olive-cil  may  be  "exported  which  amounts  to  3.173>000  gal- 
lons.. The  stock  on  hand  from  last  year  is  reported  as  about  is, 000, 000 
gallons . 

The  olive  crop  for  the  present  year  is  estimated  to  be  about 
522,070,000  pounds.    About  423,300,000  pounds  were  used  in  the  production 
of  olive-oil.    In  general  five  pounds  of  Ionian  Island  olives  produce  one 
pound  of  oil  while  in  the  other  districts  the  ratio  has  been  four,  to  one. 
A  gallon  of  olive-oil  weighs  approximately  seven  and.  one-half  pounds.
